"WASHINGTON, April 1.—The houne to- 


-day practically completed the coneidera- 
tion of the sundry civil bill. 


Au amendment allowing extra com- 


pensation for surveys through moun- 
tainoue or heavily wooded territory in 
Colorado and Utah, was adopted. 


AD amendment waa alao adopted mak- 


ing an appropriation for the expenses of 
our representation at the meeting of the 
international prison conference. 


Mr. Sayrea, Democrat of Texas, of- 


fered an amendment 
to appropriate 


430,000 fur the purchase of the house in 
Washington in which President Lincoln 
lived, ana which is now rented by a his- 
torical society. The amendment was 
adopted. 


Mr, Hyde, Republican of Washington, 


offered an amendment to appropriate 
if75,OUO of the $300,000 carried by the 
bill for the construction of military 
posts, to commence the erection of per- 
manent baildiiige at the military post at 
Spokane. Wash. The site of the post, 
comprising over 1000 acres; Mr. Hyde 
said, had been donated to the novern- 
ment by the city of Spokane.! 


Mr, (Januoii, chairman of the appro- 


priation committee, opposed the amend- 
ment on the ground that the etraiglit- 
ened condition of the treasury would not 
warrant the expenditure. 


Mr. Groevenor, Republican of Ohio, 


in reply to Mr. Cannon, expressed his 
regret that the chairman of the appro- 
priations committee felt it incumbent 
upou himself to make such an announce- 
ment. 
Economy was. one thing, said he, par- 


fliraony another, tmt worse than either 
was the existence of public necessity for 
the expenditure of money and the 
acknowledgment that congress could not 
lurnieh it. "That admission," aaid he, 
"we must accept." 


He referred to the great demands of 


commerce which must be met with tho 
declaration of congress of itfl inability to 
meet them. He pointed out that the 
receipts under the present tariff law for 
the lirat nineteen months wan $481,000.- 
000, over $70,000,000 below the expendi- 
tures, and contrasted the receipts under 
that law with the receipts under the law 
of 1890, when they aggregated $660,000,- 
000 for the first nineteen.months.

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—Ocean mail 


subsidies brought on an animated dis- 
cussion in the senate today, during the 
consideration of the postofllce appro- 
priation bill. Mr. Vilaa opposed subsi- 
dies and pointed out many instances of 
what he declared were excessive pay- 
ments tor mail service. Mr. Perkins of 
California energetically defended the 
subsidies for their encouragement to 
American industries. The subsidy item 
wae laid aside for a separate vote to- 
morrow. The balance of the pcwtoffice 
appropriation bill waa completed. 


Mr. Call introduced resolutions of radi- 


cal character concerning Cuba, as fol- 
lows: 
Resolved, That the continued inhu- 


man outrages on men, women and chil- 
dreri, constantly reported on reasonable 
evidence, either authorized or permit- 
ted, not only on the Cuban revolution- 
ists, bat also on citizens of the United 
States who have become residents and 
acquired Interests in Cuba under trfeftt- 
lee with Spain for their protection, hut 
also under the higher considerations of 
a common humanity and civilization, 
shamed and imperiled by barbarities 
and cruelties known only in the darkest, 
most cruel and most bloody periods of 
human history. 


Resolved, That an adequate naval 


force of the United States shall be im- 
mediately sent to Cuba, sufficient to 
protect, by force if necessary, citizens of 
the United States from wrong and the 
violation of treaty obligations between 
Spain and the United States. 


Resolved, That the President of the 


United States communicate to the gov- 
ernment of Spain these resolutions, and 
inform that' government that the Unit- 
ed States will forcibly intervene to pro- 
tect the rights of American citizens and 
the interests of civilization if ttiere shall 
be a further occurrence of murder and 
outrage, or the shooting or putting to 
death of prisonera of'war in tho conflict 
between the Spanish and revolutionary 
forces of Cuba. 


The resolutions wont over under the 


rules until tomorrow. 
Mr. George of Mississippi then resumed 


his speech in opposition to the claims of 
Mr. Dupout to a seat in the senate. 


Mr. Fetter gave notice that his motion 


to take up tbe resolution fur a senate in- 
quiry into the recent bond issue would 
be made tomorrow.

LEBANON, Mo., April 1.—The east- 


bound cannon bull train No. 0, on the 
St. Louis and San Francisco railway, 
wag held up three miles ease of this city 
at 1.05 a.m. by three masked men and 
the safe blown open and robbed. 


Tbe robbers boarded the ir«lu here at 


1 a.m., and after reaching the scene of 
tbe robbery, overpowed the engineer 
and fireman, stopped tbe train and with 
the engineer in front of them marched 
to the express car. 


The messenger refusing to open tbe 


door, it was blown open with dynamite, 
the safe cracked and the contents re- 
moved. 


Several packages of valuable papers 


were found thfa morniujE beside the 
track and in some waa money which bad 
been.overlooked. The passengers were 
not molested. 


ST. Lome, April 1.—The conductor, C. 


J. Price, was able to tell perhaps the 
beat story of the robbery. 
"We left the station at Lebanon at 1 


o'clock this morning," said he, "after 
taking on a half dozen paeaengere. I got 
on the Pullman and walked toward the 
baggage car. I reached the front end of 
tbe baggage car when we were about six 
minutes out of Lebanon. A man who 
afterwards turned out to be one of the 
robbers, was in the smoking car and he 
gave me a ticket for St. Louis. When I 
opened the door leading to the blind 
baggage 5^0 men who were standing on 
the rear platform of the express car, 
masks over their faces, and revolvers in 
their hands, began to fire into the car to 
frighten the passengers and myself. 


"I went back into the amookor but 


I did so the bandita pulled the boll rope 
and the man from whom I had taken 
a ticket covered his face with a white 
cloth which had two boles cut in it for 
hia ayes, and leveled hia revolver at me 
as I orushed by. By the time he got on 
the platform the tram had stepped and 
I rushed on through the tratn, where 
the women folks were, and some of 
them were frightened nearly to death. I 
cautioned all of them about putting 
thflir heads out of the windows, and told 
them the train was being robbed. I 
alao told them to be quick in concealing 
their valuables, as the robbcra would 
probably go through the train. The 
passengers were not disturbed,- how- 


Eogineer William Pierce, who lira in 


Springfield, Mo., aaid: 


"The first intimation I had that any- 


thing was wroDK was an exclamation of 
etirprifie from my fireman, Frank Uar- 
rie. 1 turned to see what cauaed it. 
Three men were ou the coal and wlthm 
six or eight feet of UB. They all had 
their guns leveled at UB, and one of them 
said: ^Stop this train,' I looked down 
the barrel of the guns and did not see 
what else there was for me to do. The 
men were all masked. At no time dur- 
iiig the whole period did 1 get a chnnce 
to BOB tbe features of any of them. 


"When the train had come to a stand- 


still the two larger men climbed into 
the cab, leaving the little fellow lying 
on. hia stomach on the coal, wi(1* « gun 
in each hand,one pointed at me and the 
other at Harris. 
"The two men climbed down, and 


after firing five shots from the cab I 
heard the explosion in tho express car. 
Tbe men came back, detached tho en- 
gine and ran it away. One of them evi- 
dently had some knowlodee of enRineer- 
inp, for he worked Hko an old hand. 


"All three wore heAvy black maeka. 


They were cool and very polite about 
everything they did. No rouch lan- 
ptiage waa used I Tbe one who did moat 
of the talking spoke in a feminine voice 
and was evidently a man of education. 
I could not identify any of them if I saw 
them."

resBa's body lying in the doorway. 
About the man'B neck was a small 
clothesline drawn tightly and tied to the 
knob of the door. 


Blood- was pushing from hie nose, 


mouth and ears, and he had been dead 
but a few minutes. There was every in- 
dication that there had been a deeperate 
struggle and the house was in a atate of 
disorder. 


The drawers in the bureau had been 


taken out and strewn about, and several 
trunks rifled as though it had been done 
by buralara. 


The officers soon learned that the 


bootblack had had a violent quarrel 
with his wife oarliur in tlio night. 


It was also learned from some Italians 


who know the couple well that the wife 
was enamored of another of her race, 
and that this wan the cause of much of 
the trouble between heraeU and her hus- 
band. 
It was found by the coroner's iury 


that Vaecareaea carao to his death by 
strangulation nnd the bruleea on hie 
body were evidently mode In a family 
quarrel. Two doctors who made a post- 
mortem examination found that the 
blood had congealed In the throat and 
the lungs. 


A boy who lives near the Vaccareeea 


home saw him going around the houau 
laut night with a shotgun in hia hand 
and the witness 
bslluved it waa a 


part of a family quarrel. Later, atabout 
11 o'clock last night, thd boy heard from 
hia room the sound of a ecu! He in the 
VaccareBH* place and he concluded that 
it was anotuer family quarrel, lie saw 
when he passed the place last night that 
the curtains* were up ae usual and this 
morning they were all down, an occur- 
rence that none of the neighbors remem- 
ber before. As the wife, who is Vacca- 
reaea'e second wife, hud her main quar- 
rels with him before owing to bla babit 
of getting drunk, it la thought that in a 
quarrel last night, she overpowered him 
In making a defense and strangled him 
to death. 


Tliero is no probability that any man 


had anything to do with the affair, the 
olIlcerB now think, though there was an 
evident purpose to lead the olUcera to 
that suspicion by strewing thinga about 
the house and ransacking tbe drawera 
where valuables might be kept. Vuc* 
cftresfla had 110 money to speak of. 
He 


was strangled and tlin body was dragged 
from the bedroom to tho front door and 
a pices of ii clothesline taken from the 
back yard was uood to tie around his 
neck. Tho clothesline wna cut with a 
kitclien knife aa ia shown by the lint on 
it. Tlio woman is still in jail.

Tbo oatlook for a national campaign 


conducted in R spirit o( fairneaa and de- 
cency in not very eDcouragins, if one 
may judco by the conduct ol the Demo- 
cratic prOBH nt this early stage of the 
proceedinsB. From the deep ditch into 
which the party has been plunged by 
Grover Cleveland the organs of the ftd- 
miniBtration are already Blinginp mud 
from the mire in winch they stand at 
the honorablo name which at present 
stands at the head of the list of proba- 
ble nominees of tbe Republican party. 
The hopelessness of their own situation 
appears to HO enrage them that they are 
entirely inc apable of decent conduct. 


William McKinley IB now viciously 


assailed by these political elanderere as 
a inao who ia capable of selling his po- 
litical pro-pact, for coin with which to 
carry on, hia contest for nomination. 
Every fact in relation to the public and 
private life of the man BO charged giver 
the assertion the lie. McKinley is i 
man of small means. He might have 
been ae rich as Grover Cleveland bad he 
take a advan tage of his opportunities to 
acquire wealth by the dishonorable 
means now imputed to him by Demo- 
cratic newspapers. Men who have done 
the service performed by William Mc- 
Kinley and W. L. Wilson in shaping 
the revenue laws have opportunities for 
•vast gain if 
they are 
dishonorable 


enough to place their own greed above 
their conv icxiona of right and the wel 
fare of the people. Both are poor men, 
and we do not believe there are two 
more thoroughly honest men in public 
life in thie country today. 


The REPUBLICAN believes that the tariff 


' theory advocated by Mr. Wilson ia ut- 
terly impracticable and ruinioas to the 
•interests of the people of this country, 
but it. none the less believes that he if 
an honorable man and perfectly sincere 
in the views to which he tenaciously 
holds.

honorable gain and ifl still robbed of his 
good name the incentive to honorable 
public life ie dangerously weakened.

to equal suffrage is one of the etrongei 
barriers that stands between tbe advo- 
cates of that idea and the realizition of 
their hopes. .So long as many women 
insist that they do not desire the right 
to vote conservative men feel justified in 
opposing tbe demands of those who do 
The arguments of the latter are also 
fltrongly cbmbatted by very able women 
and tbe opposition is thereby furnished 
an effective weapon with- which, to op 
pose the movement. 


Aside from tbe claim of abstract right 


the moot effective argument advanced 
by the promoters of equal suffrage ie th 
opinion that politics would be putifiet 
and political methods reformed by ex 
tending the right of suffrage to women 


. This belief influences many voters to 


favor the proposition who would other 
wise be found on the negative side, and 
it U a rather surprising fact that the 
•trongest and ablest combatant* of this 
theory are women. 


Among recent contributions on th 


question is an article from the pen o 
Mi*. Francis H. Winston in the cnrren 
number of the Forum. Mrs. Winston 
handle* the subject with great vigor 
and the following paragraph will giv 
the reader a fair idea of the manner i 
which the well known lady deals with 
the question: 


"Woman'i rot* will purify politics.1 


This ii the New Woman's favorite cry 
Not long lince a> prominent equal eu 
frage lecturer, while earnestly Bet-in 
forth this claim and enlarging on th 
fthameleffs manner in which men COE 
duct election*, declared that woman* 
Chatt* and refined Influence was tb 
only thing that could change the pres- 
ent undesirable condition of affaire. Sh 
was not ashamed, however, to relate 


* previous to the close of her lecture, that 
a ihort time before, her sister had in 
daeed her family's hired man to vott

No end of fun wan poked at civilian 
regiments with a large staff of ofllcers 
and a small aquad of private soldiers. 


Tbe Kannmo Guards was tbe organi- 


sation selected for illustration by the 
Batiriat. Describing the nature and ob- 
jecta of the organization to a regular 
army officer who visits the officers' mess 
"in multl" (in plain clothes) tho major 
explains that there is only one private 
in the 
regiment of 400. There are 


vivandarles to minister to the comforts 
of the boys; tlioio .5 • band, a drum 
corps of girls, in fact all the comforts of 
home and a little more. The Major 
frankly admits that if war should break 
out the regiment would at once dis- 
band. 


Tbe ridiculous situations evolved from 


start to ilnish of the play defy descrip- 
tion, and succeed each other BO rapidly 
that the audience have hardly time to 
cot breath after one absurdity belore an- 
other drollery throws them into a fresh 
lit of laughter. That is the story of last 
night's burlesque told in a few words. 


The make-up of the colonel of tlie 


guarda ut> Napoleon wad unique, but it 
is dillicnlt to imagine how a Frenchman 
would have felt at a practical burlesque 
of one of the greatest figures in Gallic 
history and tho spectacle of the little 
corporal kinking up his heels in a break- 
down or a "jig" waB, to eay tbe least, u 
novel ona. Tbe purt of tho American 
regular officer was invested with the 
greater dignity by the contrast and a 
ringing cheer greeted his patriotic re- 
mark that "the man who is ashamed to 
call himself an American docs not de- 
serve to have a country and generally 
has. "one." 


One of the moat excruciatingly fanny 


of tlio comic characters was the only 
private ia the regiment, Gideon Foote, 
inimitably sustained by Frank Law ton. 
Every movement he made provoked a 
burat of laughter, and hia versatility, ae 
a dancer, a wieldcr of the "bonca," a 
whistler, and au over-drilled private 
was remarkable. 
The interruption of 


the grand regimental funeral by 'the 
eudden appearance in lively fashion of 
tbe supposed corpse was a climax to the 
fun. Tbe "corpse" bad been hired to 
simulate death and had been 1,,ing all 
night on ice in a box. Tbe sportive 
private visited tbe mortuary chamber 
for tbe purpose of embellishing tlie 
corpse's face wilh a coat of black piiinl, 
and when, after a violent din in the 
room, tbe dear departed rushed in with 
face hhlf blackened, the audience was 
convulsed and the curtain went down 
amid !oud applause. 


Some amusing bits of love making and 


by-play were developed by tbe introduc- 
tion of the oQicera of the guards to the 
widow of the dear departed, already 
mentioned. -The part of the orphan, of 
doubtful age—fl or 16 as tbe case may 
be—was very cleverly played by Olaussi 
Agnew, and Sara Madern as the widow 
amply justified the caution of the elder 
Mr. Weller to bis son "Samivel." 


The stage effects and costumes were 


bright and appropriate, and the pretty 
girls in the drum corps were the subject 
of devout contemplation alike in the 
gallery and in the front row. There 
waa quite « good houae and the absence 
of weary waits between tho acts was 
particularly gratifying.

High School Building's De- 


fective Arch. 


TOKN 
OUT TO SAVE A WALL 


Heetiug of tho Board of Education. 


Report of Architect 


Swartz. 


The new high school building seems 


destined to vex and trouble. After be- 
ing the cause of storms innumerable, all 
well known to the people of Freeno,'the 
construction was fairly got under way 
and tho completion was happily looked 
forward to without prospect of further 
ditUuulty. 


But now, as the bricks are being laid 


for the upper story preparatory 'for the 
roof, an obstacle has been encountered. 


An 10-foot arch near, the top of tbe 


southeast corner of the building baa been 
torn out because its support was insuffi- 
:ient. 
\ 


The Board of Education held a meet- 


ng at 1 o'clock yeaterday in tbe office of 
Irumeo Gallagher, to consider tbe mat- 
ter. 
Clerk OummingB read a telegram 


which be had eeut to G. F. Costerisaii of 
Salt Lalto City, the architect of the 
building. Mr. Cutniuings had informed 
Mr. Costerlsan of the arch giving way. 
The clerk had incorporated the follow- 
ing in his telegram: "It is claimed 
;hat the blame lies in tbe plans. Come 
at once.". 


To thia\Mi'. CoBteriaan replied that 


lie plans were all right and the defec- 
;ive arch must be a result of poor work- 
manship or material. Ho stated 'that 
ne could not come to Fresno and asked 
for details by letter. 


Tho contractor eaya that the blame 


iea with the architect, and the archi- 
tect says it lies with the contractor. 


The board decided to employ Archi- 


tect A. C. Swart/, to expert the work 
and determine, if possible, with whotn 
the blame lies. Chairman Eden and 
Olerk CummingB expressed themselves 
;a tie (led that the plans wero at fault. 
Tho arch ou the one aide was built from 
tho corner and was braced by the entire 
wall running from it. But at the other 
end the arch jutted against a wall run- 


ing at right angles at a point four feet 


from the comer. There is a window di- 
rectly beneath. The single wall, with- 
out bracing and weakened by the win- 
dow, 
could not withstand the weight of 


the uruh ami it gave. way. Tim two 
trustees stated that it was plain to them 
that tbe 
unsupported wall was not 


strong enough to hold the arch, although 
it was constructed according to specifi- 
cations. 


The motion of employing Mr. Swartx 
as carried by tbe votes of Monroe, 


Gallagher and Ctiurch. Superintendent 
Downing put in an objection to leaving 
the guidancuof the hoard to the opinion 
of one man. It was explained thnt Mr. 
Swurtr/s report would be given full con- 
sideration. 


It 
WHS then moved that if it were 


found that the blame for tho defective 
arch if in the plans, thai a contract bo 
entered into with Mr. llickox, the con- 
tractor, to put in an arch of galvanized 
iron, and steel intels to hold the brick- 
work above. Mr. Hlckox agreed to do 
this for $105. "If any one will put-that 
arch in again according to the plans and 
specifications," said Mr. Hickox, "eo 
that it will Btay, I will pay for it. Itut 
it cannot be done." 


Mr. Hickox further stated that ho had 


performed bis part of his contract with 
the board, lie had put in the arch ac- 
cording to the plans and specifications, 
but as it was moving tbe supporting 
wall ho had torn' it out to save the wall. 


As Boon as ttm board adjourned, Olerk 


Cnmmintrs took Architect Swartz out to 
tho . building. By last evening Mr. 
Swartz had his report ready. 


Mr. Swart;:'a report blames both the 


contractor xnd Architect CoBterie_... 
The epsn of tbe arch is 18% feet, and la 
too largo for the aupport given it. 
In 


thin Mr. CoateriflAii is to blame. On the 
other hand Mr. Swartz found H grave 
defect In tho contractor's part. The 
plans require that where the arch Juta 
against the single wall, the thickneaa of 
the wall for a distance of several ie«t 
shall be 18 inches. It has been con- 
structed only 1H inches in thickness. 


Hml the wall been 18 inches thick it 


would not have been sullicicnt eveu then 
to hold the arch. 


Contractor Hickox was aeon by a KB* 


I'uui.icAN reporter lust evening til regard 
to the mat tor. 


"I told Mr. Downing, the superin- 


tendent for tho eclmril board, that the 
arch would not HTHV," eaid the con- 
tractor, "before we put it up. I knew 
tnat the single wall could not hold it, 
notwithstanding tho plane and specifica- 
tions. But the superintendent told us 
to go ahead according to the plane, and 
of course we did eo. I eve a put some 
iron in the arch to help hold it. But 
that wall could not stand tho weight end 
I toro Ibc arch out. 


"Ae fur as tho difference in the thick- 


nees of the wall from tbe requirement 
of tho plane, which was called to my at- 
tention by Mr. S war IK, there ia eoine 
question. I don't think that tho archi- 
tect intended to make the wall eighteen 
inches, KB Hint would not bo in harmony

If it is imperative that the timber bo 


nreaerved, the policy o! excluding stock- 
men and others from it who sometimes 
find that flre aids them is simply mak- 
ing it certain that the fires oi the future 
when they do break out, as they mil 
from time to time, will be fiercer and 
destroy more trees and probably human 
lives than in the past. .The reason is 
plain to those acquainted with tlie 
mountains.

men, the Indian regularly burnt over 
the hills to destroy the brush that mter- 
fered with his hunting, and the leaves 
and brush that prevented or delayed tbe 
spriuEingupoffeed for stock 
This is 


one of tbe lessons the white stockmen 
learned from them and it is a good one. 


The fires that were thus regularly set 


did almost no damage to the standing 
trees lor the brush could not accumulate 
and as a consequence there was little to 
barn. Now and then a dead or dying 
tree might be consumed, but those 
Handing in full viRor vory rarely or 
never suffered. There were no signs of 
the death and destruction such an are 
sometimes prophesied for tbe future. 
The death and destruction may come 
but it will not be because tbe forests are 
cleared of a small amount each year• of 
tbe brush that ie growing rapidly all the 
time, hut because the brush has been 
allowed to accumulate to such on ex- 
tent through the preventing of the firus 
bv short sighted enthusiasts that when 
the accidental fire is started there will 
be eo much to burn about the foot of the 
trees that their destruction will bu al- 
most certain; and. a fire then is likely 
to burn until rain quenches it or it burns 
out. An effort to control it would be 
something like trying to dam up the 
Golden Gate. 
. . 
It would seem that the lumber busi- 


ness and the immense wealth that lies 
in the 
full 
development has been 


without the forests we would be drowned 
at one time and dried np at another, 
they are making the old mistake ol tak- 
ing cause lor effect and vice versa. Cer- 
tainly there was water in the moun- 
tains and eternal snows there long be- 
fore tbe trees bad grown, and that the 
snow and water enabled the trees to er- 
ist, not the trees, the moisture, there can 
be no question. 
, , 
I believe that if it can ever be demon- 


strated beyond dispute whether the pre- 
servists are right or wrong, and the true 
conservators of the water supply be 
pointed out, they will be found to be 
the hills themselves, not the timber, 
that happens to bo upon them. 
In innumerable 
places throughout 


the high Sierras can be found springs 
far above tbe timber, and no springs are 
more constant than these. The water 
has sunk into the earth and following 
the fissures flows out again somewhere 
else. The entire range is in this way a 
great reservoir. Nature has made it so, 
and eo it will remain for all time de- 
suite all the possible efforts of man 
otherwise.

Ujion this subject o! preserving our 


forests from destruction at the hands of 
the lumbermen and stockmen, for tho 
purpose of utilizinR and making the 
most of their so-called qualities as con- 
servators of tho water supply, the news- 
paper and magazine writers tbroouhout 
California and tue west tienerajly have 
written much that is conflicting aiid 
erroneous, and have left the impression 
that there is a big mistake m the pre- 
vaUmit idea that the terrible eastern 
Hoods would be duplicated here durint 
the spring were tbe forests to be seri- 
ously attacked by the above-named de- 
etroyers , tbe floods to be followed by 
drought the rest of the year before the 
coming of the next rainy season. 
It is claimed that the presence of the 


forests upon tho slopes of the mountains 
is all that prevents most of tbe ram and 
snowfall from melting at once, or nearly 
so.andpouriueout into the valleys m 
devastating floods, leaving no water M 
hind that would be needed during tne 
dry season lor irrigation purposes. 


It this is so then there is no question 


but that the people should at once dm 
some way of preventing the killing o 
tbe timber on the great watersheds. We 
should at once look to other sources fo 
our building material and leave an 
touched tbe standing growth ol trees 
But ie it so? There certainly are stronj 
grounds for doobting it, and some o 
them I will endeavor to point out. 
This is a matter which has receive 


and is receiving wide attention, and ha 
greatly interested people in nearly evar 
iart of our state. There are many wh 
in their experiences have remarked th 
same facts and conditions that hav 
come under my observation, and tbe) 
like myself, are entirely unable to nun 
clle these bits of knowledge with 'the 
theory that is expounded by 50 many 
scientific and learned writers ol mBBs-
